CLAIBORNE FARM siallions 
completed one of their most successful sea- 
sons in 1954. On the 2-year-old sire list *Nas- 
rullah, *Ambiorix, and *Princequillo were 
first, third, and eighth on the sire lists. And 
on the General Sire List *Nasrullah, *Am- 
biorix, and Some Chance were among the 
leaders. Another, Double Jay, sired 11 2- 
year-old winners in 1954. The only other two 
Claiborne sires with produce to race, Fighting 
Fox and Apache, have ranked among leading 
sires in previous years. 


The other five stallions at the farm—those 
with nothing old enough to race—have writ- 
ten considerable Turf history. Hill Prince was 
the Horse-of-the-Year in 1950; *Turn-to was 
the champion 2-year-old of 1953 and unde- 
feated at 8, 1954; Arise won $199,990; To 
Market won $387,325; and Dark Star won the 
1953 Kentucky Derby.

By Fairwell, a son of Fairway, leading English sire 
four seasons and leading broodmare sire twice. Fair- 
well won stakes up to 1’ miles. This is the male 
line of *Nasrullah, Nearco, Dante, *Royal Charger, 
*Sickle, Tom Fool, Native Dancer, etc. 10 of the 12 
American divisional championships in 1953 were 
won by horses of this male line.

Soletto, 
the second dam, produced three stakes winners and 
is half-sister to four stakes winners. She is out of the

His Racing Record ... 


*Fairforall raced only at two when he won four races 
and placed twice in eight starts, all stakes. He won 
the Fullerton Stakes (by 3 lengths), Woodcote Stakes, 
Granville Stakes (under 130 pounds, defeating Chiv- 
alry, etc.), Nell Gwyn Stakes (by 4 lengths under 
128 pounds) and was second in the New Stakes, third 
in the Fitzwilliam Stakes. He was weighted at 117 
pounds on the English Free Handicap, 3 pounds 
above Tulyar. In his other two starts, he finished 
fifth—in the Gimcrack Stakes (ahead of “Indian 
Hemp, Stalina, etc.) and the Dewhurst Stakes (129 
pounds).

First Fiddle’s leading money winning son who stood 
his first season at stud this spring. He raced at 2, 
3 and 4 and won stakes every season, earning 
$115,220. 


He defeated Tom Fool at equal weights in winning 
the Wood Memorial—He won the Ardsley Stakes 
from Blue Man—he won the 1%46-mile ThistleDown 
Cup in near record time—he placed in the Flamingo, 
Sapling, Narragansett Nursery Stakes, the Experi- 
mental Free, Everglades and Quaker City Handicaps. 


His sire, First Fiddle, was a top handicapper, win- 
ner of $398,610. He was leading sire in number of 
two-year-old winners and number of wins with his 
second crop of racing age. First Fiddle is also sire 
Violin, one of 1954’s top three-year-old 
illies. 


Master Fiddle is out of Marsh Marigold, dam of 9 
winners by 8 different sires including the stakes 
winners Master Fiddle and Caltha. The next dam, 
Primrose (by Ultimus) won 11 races including the 
Jerome, Pimlico Autumn, Miss Woodford, Salem 
and Rainbow Handicaps.

The Clarklings 


Robert Sterling Clark is the only race 
horse owner in the world who keeps most 
of his mares and young stock in central 
Kentucky and does all his racing in Eng- 
land and Ireland. and doesn’t even go to 
see the horses when they run. He estab- 
lished the beginnings of this routine many 
vears ago, and later made it a fixed pat- 
tern. 

What fixed it—that is. 
tion which persuaded him to discontinue 
racing in the U. S. altogether—was the 
fact that The Jockey Club decided to quit 
accepting foals of Arab parentage for 
reaistry in the American stud book, Clark. 
who has a cosmic appetite for bloodlines. 
could see no justice in this. though he was 
quite aware that it had been about 150 
years since an Arab had made any 
significant contribution to the Thorough- 
hred breed. 

Almost any other owner. possessed of 
such indignation and means as Robert 
Sterling Clark. would have registered his 
horses somewhere else and raced them in 
the U. S. But it has never been easy to 
guess. on the basis of what somebody else 
would have done. what Clark would do, 
Mostly. he just does what he pleases, and 
this year. thanks to his genial stubbornness. 
he has pleased not only himself but nearly 
everybody else by winning the Derby with 
an American-bred horse. 

Mr. Clark missed seeing Never Say Die 
win the Derby. for the very good reason 
that he was in a New York hospital when 
the race was run, but he did get to Don- 
caster to see the colt’s runaway victory in 
the St. Leger. Seeing the St. Leger, how- 
ever. is not this owner’s idea of the fun in 
racing. Never Say Die’s pedigree is an 
illustration of his principal delight. which 
is dreaming up international matings and 
shipping mares across the Atlantic as if 
it were nothing more than a county line. 

Galaday. third dam of Never Say Die. 
was raced by Clark in the U. S. and later 
in England. From England she went to 
France and was bred to Vatout. The result- 
ing foal. a filly named *Boreale. was 
brought from England to the U. S.. where 
she produced Singing Grass to the cover 
of War Admiral. Singing Grass crossed 
the Atlantic and was bred to *Nasrullah 
in the last year that stallion stood in 
Ireland. She returned to Kentucky earry- 
ing the foal. Never Say Die. which was 
born at Jonabell Stables. Lexington. 

The case history is more or less typical of 
Clark’s operation as a breeder and owner. 
The result is that. if anyone wishes to look 
up the breeding of a horse from_ this 
stable. he may need the stud books of 3 
countries. The Sporting Life (London) has 
done us a favor by listing the sires and 


the considera- 


dams of the yearlings—2-year-olds of 1955 
—which are now in training in England 
and Ireland. These are divided among 5 
trainers. 2 of whom. Mike Collins and his 
son. are in Ireland. 

Five of the yearlings are descended 
from Galaday. as indicated by the follow- 
ing list.

The Highest-Priced Yearling 


“Would you be kind enough to tell me 
the highest price ever paid for a Thorough- 
bred yearling.” Mrs. Donald G. Perkins 
writes. from Chestertown. “and 
whether it was paid in this country or in 
England? Also. in which country do year- 
ling sales average higher prices?” 

In the 1945 September sales at New- 
market. at 6:37 p. m. on the evening of 
September 12. a Tattersall auctioneer 
dropped his hammer on a bid of 28.000 
guineas for a yearling brother to Dante 
(Nearco—Rosy Legend. by Dark Legend). 
The buyer was trainer F. Armstrong, act- 
ing for the Maharajah of Baroda. who 
named the colt Sayajirao and won the St. 
Leger of 1947 with him. 

At the exchange rates then current the 
28.000 guineas was about $118.440. 

In general. yearling averages are higher 
in the United States than anywhere else, 
but it is no simple matter to make com- 
parisons.

Anybody Seen King Canute? 


§ ice Thoroughbred Club of America, through its 

president John A. Bell III, recently put before 
the Thoroughbred Racing Associations meeting in 
New York a proposal for a conference to discuss 
“the present surplus of race horses.’”’ He went so far 
as to suggest a date and a place. 

“The law of supply and demand will undoubtedly 
remedy existing conditions caused by the surplus of 
race horses. However, for the best interests of all 
concerned, the speed at which this law operates 
should be increased by co-operative effort.” 

Before he got out of the room Bell had been 
advised that his date and place would need changing. 
He had been advised also, by representatives of 
management and the Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association, that overproduction was 
considered the “No. 1 problem” of American racing. 

The proposed conference has not been re- 
scheduled as vet, but in preparation for it the Thor- 
oughbred Club has given over its program of Decem- 
ber 18 to open discussion of the problem. 

We wish the gentlemen the best of luck. If they 
succeed in setting up any method of accelerating the 
operation of the so-called law of supply and demand 
we shall look forward to flood control through the 
co-operative use of blotting paper. 

Nevertheless it is a hopeful sign that breeders, 
sales companies, track management, and horsemen 
are concerned with the problem of overproduction to 
the extent that they wish to consider the possibility 
of taking action. The act of drawing attention to 
the problem may be enough to make a beginning. 

If the discussion is continued long there will be 
many suggestions, most of which can be classified in 
3 main categories: (1) Those which would lower the 
flood waters by using a bucket; (2) those which 
would set up bars, or rules, to shift some horses from 
one area to another; and (3) those which would 
seek to discourage the fringe breeder, or so-called 
“little man,” by adding another trifle to the expense. 

There will be suggestions to build more stalls 
and more race tracks. These are in the No. 1 cate- 
gory: they propose one more bucket for each ad- 
ditional inch of flood. 

One other group of suggestions will be made, 
roughly classifiable under the heading of informa- 
tion and enlightenment, but these will have to be 


ignored by most of the solid people in racing because 
(1) they will be too radical and (2) they might get 
the job done. 

Two fundamental faults underlie the whole 
problem. One of these is in the condition books. The 
other is ignorance, or more precisely, the failure to 
provide specific and generalized information for rac- 
ing secretaries, owners, trainers, and breeders. 

North American racing is unique in_ its 
dependence on claiming races as “the only way to 
grade cheap horses”; in its use of the “star” system, 
which reduces the training profession to an absurd- 
itv; and in its insistence upon overnight entries. 
These conditions are automatic breeders of a surplus 
of race horses, since they insure that nearly anything 
in the stud book is a race horse, whether he can run 
or not. 

Radical suggestion No. 1: The whole American 
system of racing needs to be restudied. Possibly, on 
an experimental basis, it should attempt to assemble 
race entries a week or more ahead of the races, 
allowing time to publish entries, fix weights, and 
accept declarations several days in advance. This 
would allow trainers to train and racing secretaries 
to make better racing. And it is not impossible. 

Radical suggestion No. 2: If the sales companies 
wish to set up any exclusion policy, they might 
consider the possibilty of making blood tests on all 
prospective race horses. Chemical analysis probably 
would eliminate more unsound horses from the ring 
than any other procedure, and it would not favor 
any group of breeders. 

Radical suggestion No. 3: Unless there is a 
general revision of condition books and procedures, 
the most effective means—possibly the only effective 
means—of reducing overproduction will be through 
the dissemination of information. If every breeder 
knew, as precisely as possible, how his own horses 
ranked in the competitive scale, his judgment of what 
to breed would be more discriminating. 

The cheapest method of elimination would be 
through records of performance and _ production, 
organized to indicate differences in merit, and pub- 
lished at so low a price that a man would be a fool 
not to make use of them. The low price would be 
dependent upon subsidy. Is it worth, say, $75,000 a 
year to make elimination automatic?

Jockeys, Horsemen Disagree 
On Apprentice Allowances 


MIAMI 

The Jockeys’ Guild and the owners and 
trainers down here are having quite a 
hassle over the apprentice-allowance ques- 
tion. 

Such respected men as Sunny Jim Fitz- 
simmons, dean of American trainers, and 
Fred W. Hooper, owner-breeder who won 
the Kentucky Derby in 1945 with Hoop 
Jr.. and others. feel something constructive 
must be done to develop new riders in this 
country. They feel the established jockeys 
themselves are blocking the way, since they 
are fighting liberal weight allowances 
advocated by owners and trainers. 

“As long as the Jockeys’ Guild continues 
to remain militantly opposed to the liberal 
weight allowances.” said Fitzsimmons the 
other day. “it will become more and more 
impossible for new riders to have a fair 
chance. At the same time, they are making 
it next to impossible for an owner or 
trainer to ‘make’ jockeys.” 

Fitzsimmons. whose views and opinions 
on all phases of the sport always are 
basically sound, said the problem could 
be remedied by giving a new rider 10 
pounds until he has won 20 races. After 
that. 7 pounds. and then 5 until he has 
100 winners. 

“Why should any established rider be 
seared of giving an inexperienced new- 
comer 10 pounds?” asked Fitzsimmons. 
“With 10 pounds, that would give a kid 
a chance to get some mounts and a chance 
as well to win against the best riders. 

“Without the 10-pound advantage a kid 
jockey won't get to ride and he can’t learn 
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without experience, Certainly. no owner is 
going to engage a youngster who doesn’t 
know what it is all about on a good 
horse. 

“What pleasure is there in having a 
good horse if the jockeys available can’t 
give him a decent ride? It’s a pity. of 
course. that today in racing throughout 
the country there’re not more than 15 or 
20 really top riders. We are not developing 
new ones in as great a quantity as we 
should be doing.” 

The Jockeys’ Guild and members of 
the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective 
Association appeared before the Florida 
Racing Commission shortly after we talked 
with Fitzsimmons on the topic. but the com- 
mission played it neutral. It decided to go 
along with the apprentice rule still in 
vogue here. a regulation which allows a 
boy 7 pounds for his contract employer 
and 5 pounds for all other employers until 
he has ridden 40 winners. or for a period 
not to exceed 3 years from the date of his 
first winner. whichever shall occur first. 

This suited the guild. of course, since 
it wants no truck with a 10-pound ad- 
vantage. Ted Atkinson, for one. is fighting 
it. 

The new New York apprentice rule, 
which takes away a boy’s allowance after 
he has ridden 100 winners came under 


heavy fire from Hooper: 

“T think it is an injustice to owners try- 
ing to develop new riders. I have 2 boys 
at my farm schooling to ride for me in

the future. They won't be ready for about 
a year and a half. Meanwhile, I am pay- 
ing them a salary, sending them to school, 
clothing and feeding them. It will cost 
me about $5.000 a boy before putting him 
on a horse. Out of the 100 winners, I would 
get use of my boy on only about 10 horses. 
We owners and trainers feel a boy doesn’t 
learn all the rudiments of riding until he 
has ridden in at least 1,000 races.” 

Sterling Young. manager of the Jockey 
Guild, disagreed: 

“The New York rule has affected only 8 
per cent of the apprentices listed on our 
books. Certainly a boy who wins 100 races 
on from 600 to 700 mounts doesn’t need 
additional experience or concessions. 
There is absolutely no shortage of jockeys. 
In 1953. there were 1.131 riders in action 
throughout the country.” 

Young did admit that the topnotchers— 
Arcaro, Atkinson, Guerin and Woodhouse, 
in New York: Shoemaker, Longden, York, 
and Neves in California; and Boulmetis, 
Shuk. Culmone. and Willie Hartack, in 
New Jersey and Maryland—make plenty 
of money. while the others “merely get 
by.” 

Young also brought out the fact that 65 
new apprentices entered the sport this 
year in the United States. 

Of this. Hooper said. “That’s an extreme- 
ly small percentage. At least 150 new 
riders a year should be developed.” 


CHAMPS. By the time this piece appears 
in print.

Nashua is almost a certainty to head 
Frank E. (Jimmy) Kilroe’s Experimental 
weights. and at this early date he is the 
logical future-book choice for the Kentucky 
Derby. He will be trained here for the 
$100.000 Flamingo Stakes. This is Fitz’s 
first real standout candidate for the 
Flamingo in years. 

Also stabled at Hialeah is Mrs. Russell

Belair product in the 3-year-old classics. 
Completely recovered from a serious ail- 
ment that struck him after his runaway 
triumph in the Garden State, Summer Tan 
has been galloping and taking things easy 
here for several weeks.

Rutchick’s Quest in the West; 
Father Winfrey's New Dancer 


Los ANGELES 

After an absence of 20 years, Sol Rut- 
chick is back at Santa Anita Park. He did 
not come west to breathe the smog and take 
in the sights of southern California, but 
rather to give E. P. Bixer’s Bunny’s Babe 
a chance at the coming $100.000-added 
Santa Anita Derby. 

“I did well the last time I was out this 
way.” Rutchick said the other morning as 
we chatted under his shed, “and. well. 
Bunny’s Babe is a nice horse and might 
have a big chance in the Derby here.” 

Rutchick, who for the last 7 years has 
been president of the New York division 
of the HBPA,. raced at Santa Anita so 
long ago that most folks probably have 
forgotten it. His first visit was during the 
1934-35 season. the year the track opened, 
when he campaigned the good horse Beef- 
steak. 

Bunny’s Babe. a gray colt by Attention 
—Mad Bunny. has won 4 of his 10 starts 
this year and earned $28.800. He won the 
New Jersey Futurity and the New Jersey 
Breeders Stakes. plus the Babylon Handi- 
cap. and was a splendid third behind 
Summer Tan and Nashua, 2-year-old lead- 
ers of the year, in the Cowdin Stakes, Dave 
Gorman, whom Rutchick considers one of 
the country’s best jockeys. will ride for 
his stable this winter. 

This reporter has always considered Rut- 
chick one of racing’s ablest trainers. I

suppose most folks remember him for 
winning a Kentucky Derby when he was- 
n't even there. He trained Count Turf but 
instead of journeying to Churchill Downs 
remained in New York for another stake. 
He lost the race in New York, and won 
the one in Kentucky. 

Rutchick. 57. was born in New York 
and has been in racing since 1918, when 
he bought his first horse. He has been a 
trainer since 1926. 

He likes the California rule of naming 
jockeys at the time of entry, which he 
expects New York and other tracks to 
adopt seon, and he thinks the new Santa 
Anita training track is wonderful. So far, 
he has used the training track almost ex- 
clusively. He marvels at the management of 
Santa Anita. and thinks it is one of the 
best run tracks he has ever visited. That 
is a sincere compliment from a man who 
has just about seen them all during the 
last 36 years. 

In addition to Bixer, Rutchick also has 
some horses at Santa Anita for Dorothy 
Gale. wife of the comedian and New York 
night club owner Allen Gale. 

Bixer was a lieutenant commander in the 
Navy during World War II, but he is also 
a colonel by the grace of the governor of 
Kentucky. On the theory that a colonel 
outranks a lieutenant commander, Rut- 
chick refers to Bixer as “the colonel.” 

Rutchick usually manages to have a big 
season wherever he goes, and it’s safe to 
say he hasn’t shipped 11 horses across 
country just to have fun this winter at 


Santa Anita. 


DAD’S DANCER. Cary Winfrey isn’t 
the oldest trainer at Santa Anita, but he 
certainly qualifies as one of the real 
veterans. The father of Bill Winfrey, who 
is well known as the trainer of Alfred 
Vanderbilt’s stable, and of Mrs. Jan Burke, 
a prominent owner, is now rounding out 
his 48th year as a conditioner. He began 
his career as a trainer in 1906, 

Winfrey has his own Native Dancer in 
his barn this winter at Santa Anita. At 
least. the colt looks a great deal like 
Native Dancer. Fabulist, a roan by Mighty 
Story, will attract a lot of attention, regard- 
less of what else he does.

Foundation for $500 


Herbert Woolf, a Good Investor, 
Bought Insco in 1932; 
He Still Is Reaping Returns 


by Dan M. Bowmar III 


Herbert M. Wooif is one of Kansas City’s best 
known businessmen. He owns Woolf Brothers, one 
of the city’s largest clothing stores, and similar stores 
in Dallas, Memphis, Wichita, and Columbia; he is 
part-owner of Kansas City’s Muehlebach Hotel and 
Wichita’s Allis Hotel; he built Loew’s Midland, the 
city’s largest theater; and he helped make the Ameri- 
can Royal, held each fall in Kansas City, one of the 


country’s outstanding horse and stock shows. 


In Kansas City it is incidental information that 
Woolf also bred and owned Lawrin, winner of the 
1938 Kentucky Derby. 

Woolf was born in Kansas City in 1880, a year 
after his father and uncle had established the first 
Woolf Brothers store. He began speculating in horses 
at the age of 15, when he bought a saddle horse for

$35 and sold him for $75. There have been few years 
since when Herbert M. Woolf has not owned horses. 

During his youth Woolf spent several years on 
Arizona and Mexico ranches, where he had an op- 
portunity to learn more of the horse, and when he 
was 21 he got his first racing stable—a few trotters 
and pacers, which he raced at various Missouri fairs, 
Woolf devoted less time to his horses as the years 
passed because of his job with his father’s company. 
In 1915 he was elected president of Woolf Brothers, 
a position he still holds. 

In 1917 Gen. Leonard Wood suggested to Woolf

During the 1920°s Woolf 
owned one of the largest 
and most successful show 
horse stables in the country. 
His stable included Beau 
Peavine, winner of the 5- 
gaited grand championship 
at Madison Square Garden, 
and Belle Delight. 3- 
gaited mare which was 
defeated only once in her 
long career. When Woolf 
decided to retire from the 
show horse business in 1930 
he sold Belle Delight to Miss Mary Fiers 
of Oklahoma City for $27,500, then the 
highest price ever paid for a show horse. 

In addition to business and horses, Woolf 
has found time for other activities, He 
helped finance the arena in which the 
American Royal show is held; he was one 
of the early boosters of aviation, and flew 
his own plane for several years; he headed 
a committee for raising money for Rose 
Hill Mausoleum in Kansas City; and he

Woolf bought Best Man, his first Thor- 
oughbred, in 1929, but his first significant 
purchase was in 1930, when he got Lady 
Broadcast for $25,500. By Messenger 
*Couscous. by St. Bris. she was bred by 
Rogers Caldwell, of Brentwood, Tenn., 
who raced her until Woolf bought her in 
December of her 4-year-old) year. An 
exceptionally high-class race mare at 3 
and 4. when she won 4 stakes. placed in 
8 others. and earned more than $75,000. 
Lady Broadeast had passed her peak when 
Woolf got her. but she did manage to win 
9 of 24 starts in 2 seasons for Woolf be- 
fore she was cut down in the Ravinia 
Stakes at Arlington Park on July 19, 1932, 
and had to be destroyed. 


During Lady Broadecast’s last campaign. 
a new trainer was hired in the person of 
Ben Jones. who trained Woolf’s horses for 
8 years before going to Calumet Farm. 

The year Woolf lost Lady Broadcast he 
bought the horse which gave Woolford 
Farm its first high success. At the 1932 
Lexington fall sales he paid $500 for 
Insco, a 4-year-old horse by *Sir Gallahad 
I1I—*Starflight (sister to *North Star 
IIL). by Sunstar, 

The night of the purchase. Woolf recalls. 
“there was a_ terrible) storm—almost a 
flood—and at the time the sale was 
supposed to begin there were only a hand- 
ful of people in the pavilion. The sales 
company wanted to call off the sale. but 
several of us insisted that the sale be 
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continued. There was no- 


body else who seemed 
interested in Insco. and we 
(Rush  MeCoy advised 
Woolf on the purchase) got 
him for $500.” 

Bred by the late Adm. 
Cary T. Grayson. Insco had 
raced for Griffin Watkins. 
He won the Post and Pad- 
dock Stakes at 2. and show- 
ed great promise early in 
his 3-vear-old season, before 
breaking 2 bones an 
ankle. He was unable to 
stand training after June, 
1931. Watkins bred him to

On February 15, 1939, Insco received a 
slight scratch while galloping in his pad- 
dock. Blood poisoning quickly developed, 
and on February 19 he died. In 8 crops (4

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in his first and 6 in his last) there were 119 
feals. 94 winners (79 per cent). and 13 
stakes winner (11 per cent). In 1938. with 
3 crops of racing age. Insco was the third- 
leading sire in America. 


All of Woolford Farms’ top stakes win- 
ners in the 1930°s were sired by Insco. and 
most of its better horses of recent years 
have had Insco in the second generation. 
Happy Issue. one of the best race mares 
of the 1940’s, with earnings of $225.261. 
and Elixir. winner of more than $150,000. 
both are out of’ Achieve. by Insco. Histor- 
ian, one of the top handicap horses of 
1946. was sired by Lawrin. son of Insco. 
The only notable exception is Delegate. 


now in retirement at Woolford after earn- 
ing $277.530 in 9 seasons. 


With the exception of Happy Issue and 
Elixir. the top horses bred by Woolf have 
stayed in the Woolford stable. Since 1929 
Woolford-owned horses have won almost 
1.000 races and have earned more than 
$2.325.000. During 5 of those years. 1932- 
36. the racing stable included only a few 
horses. 


Eighteen stakes winners have been bred 
at Woolford. and 5 of these—Lawrin. 
Happy Issue. Historian. Delegate. and 
Elixir—have won more than $100.000. 
Several of the others. Joe Schenk, In- 
scoelda. Technician, and Signator. would 


have exceeded $100.000 if stakes values in 

the 1930°s had matched those of today.

broodmares was Margaret Lawrence. which 


had 2 stakes winners from the 4 foals she 
produced before Woolf bought her. She 
did even better in Kansas. In 1934, bred 
to Insco for the first time, she produced 
Lady Marsco, a winner in 3 seasons. In 
the next 3 years she produced Lawrin, 
Unerring, and Inscolassie. 


In the case of the sisters Unerring and 
Inscolassie Woolf played his hunches and 
got beat. He decided to sell one, finally 
settled on Unerring, which went to Calumet 
Farm and produced Faultless, her first 
foal. 


Of the 18 mares now at Woolford, only 
Inscolassie was one of Woolf’s top racers. 
He has several others. however, which were 
respectable winners and are out of top 
mares. These include Equanimity (out of 
Griselda). Versitility and Logical (out of 
Vice Versa). Mixed Emotions (placed in 
stakes. out of Green Leaf), Joyant (out 


of Brides Veil). Blue Mantle and Devast- 
ing (out of Achieve), and Casual and Sub- 
lime (out of Mea). 


THE STALLIONS. There are 4 stallions 
—Lawrin. Maeda. Saxony. and *Marchons 
II—now at the farm. Both Woolf and 
George Wahlman., his manager. are hopeful 
that they have found a replacement for 
Insco in *Marchons IL. a 10-year-old South 
American-bred horse. After racing in 
Argentina at 2 and 3, *Marchons II came 
to the U. S. late as a 4-year-old in 1948, 
He was unbeaten in 5 starts before year’s 
end and won the Governor Caldwell and 
Christmas Handicaps at Tropical Park. 
Although he never displayed his best form 
at 5. he finished third to Royal Governor 
in the Brandywine Handicap at Delaware 
Park. His first crop will race next year. 

All the Woolford stallions have small 
books because they get very few outside 
mares. “We are too far away for most 
of the Nebraska and Missouri breeders,” 
Wahlman said, “and almost everyone in 
this section of the country has at least one 
home stallion.” 


THE MANAGER. Wahlman has man- 
aged Woolford Farm since 1940. For 12 
years before that he was manager of Rome 
Respess’ farm in northern Kentucky, for 
which he also trained a string of horses. 
A native of Madison, Ind., Wahlman still 
owns a farm at Versailles, Ind., 58 miles 
west of Cincinnati, 

In addition to supervising the stallions 
and broodmares, Wahlman is in charge of 
breaking the yearlings. “We don’t try to 
go very far with them here, but it helps if 
they get used to the routine before they 
go to the track.” he said. Woolford has a 
6-furlong training track. 

The entire yearling crop usually is 
shipped to Florida in November. If any 
of the yearlings are sold, the sale is made 
at the track. “Our location doesn’t make 
it very convenient for trainers to drop by 
and have a look at the yearlings,’ Wahl- 
man said. 


One problem at Woolford is the lack of 
pasture space, but the grass is in good 
condition despite heavy grazing. “We really 
feel the pinch when dry weather comes,” 
Wahlman said, “because we have so little 
space. Mr. Woolf has another farm nearby, 
but that’s used entirely for crops. The only 
pastures we have are the ones we use all 
the time.” Last year Wahlman reseeded 3 
10-acre fields with a mixture of bluegrass 
and Ladino clover, which he says comple- 
ment each other well on the Woolford soil. 

Wahlman doesn’t think that Woolford’s 
isolation makes raising good horses any 
tougher. He admits that a good stallion is 
a necessity, and this forces the farm to 
gamble with young stallions. Eight of the 
15 1955 2-year-olds are *Marchons II. 

“Tf he comes through, we'll be all right: 
if he doesn’t, we'll have a lean year.”

More Delay in Michigan Dates;

DETROIT 

In a hurry-up world Detroit horse racing 
is a sport apart. Some tracks, as in 
neighboring Chicago, get their next year’s 
dates shortly after the end of the racing 
season. In Detroit the tracks are resigned 
to get them just before the new season is 
upon them. 

Only once since Hazel Park and the 
Detroit Race Course came into being in 
1949 has the announcemnt of dates 
been hustled up. That was when former 
racing commissioner Fred Harris celebrat- 
ed the last year of his 4-year regime by 
setting the 1952 dates 2 days before the 
coming of the new year. 

The rest of the time the question of dates 
has been lost in legal tangles and investiga- 
tions. One year it was the Kefauver hear- 
ings that held up action; the next it was 
feuding and fussing between commissioner 
James Inglis and Hazel Park. At times in 
Michigan’s stormy Turf history the tracks 
have waited until March or even April to 
learn their dates. But nobody ever really 
worried. They figured that eventually the 
tracks would get just about what they 
wanted, and they always have. 

A year ago everybody thought the prob- 
lem had been settled, at least for a while. 
Officials of the 2 metropolitan running 
tracks sat down and worked out a 10-year 
plan, or what could pass for a couple of 
5-year plans. For the first 5 years of the 
agreement, starting in 1954, the Detroit 
Race Course (MRA) would open the 
Michigan season and Hazel Park would 
close it. The next 5 years it would be the 
other way around, Hazel Park opening and 
MRA closing. 

Hazel Park already has its 1955 date 
application on file in commissioner Inglis’ 
office. The five-eighths track, sticking to 
the agreement, has applied for 56 days of 
racing from August 5 to October 8. 

Detroit has not filed, althought it is 
committed to ask for 56 days from May 27 
to July 30. The annual meeting of its board 
of directors has come and gone with no 
action taken. 


YES AND NO. Michigan Thoroughbred 
owners and breeders have been talking to 
the tracks about setting up a kind of 
horsemen’s foundation and breeding co-op. 
but right now it doesn’t sem to have much 
chance. This is the brainchild of Dr. Harry 
Lindy, leader of the Michigan Thorough- 


bred Owners Association and president of 
the Michigan division of HBPA. 

The idea, sired last winter too late to 
become a reality, is to set up a farm to 
serve as a breeding center for Michigan 
horses and a convalescent and retirement 
home for racing people. It would be 
financed by an extra week of racing at 
local tracks. 

Hazel Park wants no part of the plan. 
As vice president Waldo Andrews put it: 
“If the idea is feasible. take it to New 
York or California. We are not going to 
be maneuvered into taking on a founda- 
tion that racing is unable to support.” 

Vice president George Haggarty gave 
the MRA’s blessing to the foundation with 
the understanding that it include some 
provision for contribution to public chari- 
ties as well. 

Although Lindy and friends had hoped 
to bring both tracks into the program, 
the foundation apparently would be the 
MRA’s baby or nobody’s. 

Commissioner Inglis is willing to go 
ahead on this basis. even though Hazel 
Park is sure to protest anything that will 
make the rival track’s meeting longer than 
its own. Last year Hazel Park got an extra 
day of racing from the commissioner to 
balance the day which the MRA added for 


the benefit of victims of an opening-night

fire. Hazel Park gave the profits to the 
Damon Runyon Cancer Fund. 


MORE PLUMS. Directors and _ stock- 
holders of MRA got together last week for 
their annual December meeting. Matters 
like purses and stakes were discussed only 
in a general way, but the planting of 1,600 
purple-leaf plum trees on the grounds was 
settled. It was one of the landscaping 
features among authorized improvements 
for 1955. 

A new version of the track’s technicolor 
motion picture, “The Michigan Mile,” was 
previewed at the meeting. It has been 
brought up to date to show Bernard 
Landy’s rousing victory in the $50,000 
fixture. Like its predecessor, the film will 
be available for showing to clubs and 
other groups. 

In an election all the old officers were 
kept on the job: E. E. Dale Shaffer as 
president, Haggarty as executive vice presi- 
dent and treasurer, Robert J. Byrnes and 
Paul M. Chandler as vice presidents, and 
William C. McKay as secretary. 

Only the board of directors changed. It 
was reduced from 19 members to 17: 
Sidney J. Allen, Harold R. Boyer, T. D. 
Buhl. Byrnes, Martin Callahan, H. Allen 
Campbell, Chandler, Haggarty, M. F. Me- 
Caffrey, William L. McGiverin, R. W. Me- 
Ilvain. Otto C. Neuman, Robert J. New- 
man, E. W. Ross, Shaffer, Joseph Spadea, 
and A. F. Wall. 


PROS AND CONS. Detroit still isn’t 
sure whether it will be allowed another 
race track. While organizers of the 
Michigan Thoroughbred Turf Club were 
working to compile figures and plans for 
commissioner Inglis, a special study com- 
mittee of the State Senate cast its lot 
with the forces opposed to a new track. 

Sen. Perry W. Greene, Republican from 
Grand Rapids and chairman of the com- 
mittee, said that his group would recom- 
mend to the 1955 legislature that the 
number of tracks authorized for the Detroit 
area be reduced from 4 to 3. 

Shortly after the close of the racing 
season in October, the Senate committee 
held a hearing on the question. Sentiment 
was solidly against a new track, mainly 
because of fears that the racing season 
would have to be extended. Even some 
Michigan Thoroughbred owners and breed- 
ers were doubtful about another track. 
They felt it might not be able to keep up 
with the existing tracks in the matter of 
purses. 

Since then, however, commissioner Inglis 
has gone on record as opposing a change 
in the racing law. “It would be a mistake,” 
he said, “to change the law, because some 
day somebody might come along with plans 
for a first-class race track.” 

After hearing of the Senate committee’s 
preliminary report, the commissoner said 
that, until there was an actual change in 
the law, he still would give consideration to 
any plans submitted to him.

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IT’S THE LAW 


Social Security Now Compulsory 


For Farm Workers and Owners 


Changes in the Social Security law. 
authorized at the last session of Congress, 
will take effect on January 1, 1955, and 
will benefit approximately 515 million 
farm owners and workers. Until now only 
a small percentage of farm workers have 
been eligible to receive old-age and 
survivors insurance; under the new law 
almost all farm owners who earn as much 
as $400 per year and all farm workers 
who receive $100 per year from one 
employer will be eligible. 

There is no option on participation in 
the new program. All those eligible to 
participate must pay Social Security tax 
on all earnings after January 1. 

Earnings will determine the size of 
monthly old-age benefits (even if the 
farmer already is 65 or over) and monthly 
survivors benefits in the event of the wage 
earner’s death. The following table 
illustrates the scale of benefits:

After the insured reaches 65 the number 
of benefit checks which will be paid in one 
year depends upon 2 factors: the amount 
of earnings for the year and the number of 
months worked. If the annual income of 
the insured worker is $1.200 or less, he 
is eligible to receive payments each month. 
As income increases the number of month- 
ly benefits decrease. and those who earn 
more than $2,080 a year are not eligible 
for benefits. However, beginning at the 
age of 72, benefits are paid each month 
regardless of income. 

Those who come under the Social 
Security law for the first time in 1955 will 
be insured after they have worked under 
it for at least 6 consecutive quarters. Thus 
it is possible for farmers who are over 65 
to qualify for the program if they work 
under it for at least 1144 years. Those 
under 65 must stay in work covered by 
the Social Security law to remain eligible. 
After 10 years of coverage the worker is 
insured for life. 

The amount of tax which farmers must 
pay will vary according to their employ- 
ment status and their income. Self- 
employed farmers will pay 3 per cent of 
their annual earnings up to $4,200, and 


this payment will be made at the same 
time as Federal income tax returns are 
filed. This self-employment tax applies 
to taxable vears after 1954. If a farmer’s 
first report is for the calendar year 1955 
he will make the report early in 1956, 
when he files his 1955 income tax report. 

The self-employed farmer will pay the 
3 per cent tax on his net earnings. If his 
gross income is less than $1,800, he may 
report either his net earnings or one- 
half of his gross income. If his income 
exceeds $1.800, he must report his net 
earnings. He must file a return if his net 
earnings exceed $400. 

Farm workers will pay a 2 per cent 
Social Security tax and this will be 
matched by their employers. This deduc- 
tion must be made monthly or weekly, 
according to the schedule by which the 
worker is paid. Payments to farm workers 
in any form other than cash do not count 
for Social Security purposes. 

R. W. Tweedy, head of the Lexington 
office of the Social Security Administra- 
tion, pointed out that all self-employed 
farm owners and farm workers who will 
be covered under the new law must obtain 
Social Security cards. If a Social Security 
office is not available, application blanks 
may be obtained at any post office. 


THE BABE QUITS 


Ira (Babe) Hanford last week an- 
nounced his retirement as a jockey and a 
new venture as an owner. Hanford, who 
gained prominence in 1936 as the first ap- 
prentice ever to win the Kentucky Derby 
(with Bold Venture). said he has bought 
a 2-year-old colt and plans to form a 
partnership with brother Carl, who has 
been training for several years. He also 
plans to enter the building and contract- 
ing business in Miami. 

Said Hanford: “After 20 years I sudden- 
ly lost interest. When the day came when 
I no longer got a thrill climbing up into 
the saddle. I knew it was time to hang up 
the tack.” 


TRACKS & MEETINGS 


Derby Value Increased 


The 1955 Kentucky Derby will be worth 
$125.000. it was announced last week after 
an annual meeting of the Churchill Downs’ 
board of directors. No other race in the 
U. S. carries as much added money, al- 
though the gross value of several other 
races exceeds the Derby. 

The directors also voted to increase 
Derby nomination and starting fees. The 
nominating fee will be $100, it will cost 
$250 to pass the entry box, and starters 
will pay an additional $1,250. Last year 
these fees were $50, $250, and $750. 

Second. third, and fourth money will 
be increased to $25,000, $12,500, and 
$5.000. Breeders’ awards have been abol- 
ished. 

Churchill Downs’ annual financial re- 
port was released after the meeting. Net 
profits for the fiscal year ending February 
28, 1955, were estimated at $673.267, equal 
to $1.76 per share. Last year the track’s 
net profits were $656,600. An annual 
dividend of $1.30 per share was voted. 


Belmont Adds More Gold 


Belmont Park has decided to increase 
the added value of 4 of its spring stakes. 

Alex Robb. secretary-treasurer of the 
Westchester Racing Association, said the 
Suburban Handicap, traditionally run on 
Memorial Day. would be increased from 
$50.000 to $75,000. 

The Fashion Stakes for 2-year-old fil- 
lies and the Juvenile Stakes for 2-year-olds 
of either sex have been increased from 
$10.000 to $15.000. The Acorn Stakes, for 
3-vear-old fillies, will be upped from 
$20.000 to $25.000. 

Closing date is March 15. 


Fit to be Tied 


George YT, Becknell, Texas owner and 
trainer, last week filed suit for $124,800 
against officials of the Ohio Sports Enter- 
prises Inc., which operates Hamilton race 
track. Hamilton, Ohio. 

Becknell charged that the tail of one of 
his horses, Detroit Tiger, was tied to the 
starting gate in a race at Hamilton in 
August. 1951. He claimed that his horse 
was deprived of any chance in the race, 
and that the horse was severely injured. 

This is the second time that Becknell 
has attempted to gain compensation on 
the same charge. In 1951 he appealed to 
Gov. Frank J. Lausche. who ordered the 
Ohio State Racing Commission in- 
vestigate the case. The commission later 
issued a report that it could find no basis 
for Becknell’s charges. 

Named as defendants in the suit, filed 
in Butler County (Ohio) Common Pleas 
Court. were Dan E, Cronin, president of

Unenforceable 


A rule requiring Oregon race tracks to 
pay 10 per cent breeders’ awards for each 
Oregon-bred winner last week was said 
to be unenforceable by Scott Kelley, acting 
special assistant attorney general assigned 
to the Oregon Racing Commission. 

The commission had passed the rule in 
order to stimulate Thoroughbred breeding 
in Oregon. When the Multnomah County 
Fair (Gresham) refused to pay the awards, 
the commission asked Kelley for an 
opinion. 

Kelley said that the commission did not 
have the authority to enforce the ruling 
because legislation authorizing the com- 
mission did not give it such powers. 


Undisqualification Sought 


California owner-trainer Jay Shaddy last 
week said that he would file a written 
protest with the California Racing Board 
regarding a disqualification of his horse 
Shoesan at Golden Gate Fields on Decem- 
ber 3. 

The 3 Golden Gate stewards—George 
Schilling. George Murphy. and Robert E. 
Leighninger—ruled that Shoesan bore out 
at the quarter-pole and also caused inter- 
ference in the stretch. They suspended 
jockey L. C. Cook 5 days for careless 
riding. 

Shaddy said he decided to appeal after 
watching films of the race. He said several 
other horsemen who saw the films agreed 
with him and urged him to make a protest. 


Jockeys Hall of Fame 


Pimlico race track announced _ last 
week that it would create a Hall of Fame 
for jockeys, a room for which will be set 
aside in the old club house. 

A committee of radio, television, and 
newspaper columnists each year will be 
submitted a list of names for entry in the 
Hall of Fame, and from these the com- 
mittee will select a specified number. The 
procedure will follow the pattern of base- 
ball’s Hall of Fame at Cooperstown, N. Y.

OBITUARY 


A. L. (Tony) Aste 


Anthony L. (Tony) Aste. founder of 
the Griffin Manufacturing Company and 
for more than 50 years a breeder and own- 
er of race horses, died the morning of 
December 8 at the Long Island College 
Hospital in Brooklyn after a long illness. 
He was 88. 

Mr. Aste was born in lower Manhattan 
and while still in school earned a living 
shining shoes on the streets near the 
Battery. When he was 19 he rented space 
in the Produce Exchange and _ installed 
there the first high chairs for shoeshining. 
Later he opened other stands in downtown 
office buildings. then obtained shoeshine, 
music. and other concessions on all ferry- 
beats between New York. New Jersey. 
and Staten Island. 


Late in the century he bought a few 
horses and started campaigning them as 
the Ascot Stable at the old Sheepshead 
Bay.

*Watercress out of Margerique for $4,000, 
and the next year set out to make him pay. 
The colt, Nasturtium, won 2 of his first 3 
races against some of the best 2-year-olds 
in the East. and young Aste soon was 
sought out by agents of William Collins 
Whitney. The brash young man said he’d 
sell his horse for $50,000, and Whitney 
agreed, Aste used most of this money, the 
most ever paid for a 2-year-old at that 
time, to start the shoe-polish company 
which he expanded to one of the largest 
in the world. 

Among the other good horses he raced 
were Jack Point, winner of the Brighton 
Handicap of 1900, and his son Ten Point, 
which finished second in the Kentucky 
Derby of 1913. He had owned _ horses 
nearly all of his life. and the day he died 
he had horses campaigning at Tropical 
Park.

Another Ruling on Green 


Ohio, 


was denied a writ of prohibition by the

this plea to stay the Ohio State Racing 
Commission from ruling him off, the basis 
being that the Ohio Horse Racing Act did 
not give specific authority to the commis- 


sion to fine, suspend. or rule off any 
licensee. 
Green had been brought before the 


commission for a formal hearing in mid- 
October to show why he should not be 
ruled off for denying to one of the in- 
spectors for the commission access to the 
pari-mutuel records last August at Hamil- 
ton, Ohio. At the hearing’s end the com- 
mission reserved decision. Further action 
was stayed by the petition to the Court of 
Appeals. 

In its decision the appellate court did 
not rule on the racing law. It said that 
Green. under the provisions of the Ad- 
ministrative Procedure Act. could test the 
racing statute in the Court of Common 
Pleas by appealing any action of the com- 
mission.

Commission Talks Law Changes 
At Informal Meeting in Chicago 


CuHIcAco 

Chairman Paul Serdar and fellow mem- 
bers of the Illinois Racing Board, William 
S. Miller and Frank R. Warton, met in- 
formally with representatives of the 7 
Prairie State race tracks on December 8 
to discuss the contemplated fingerprinting 
decree which the board plans to add soon 
to its book of rules. 

The meeting. a luncheon affair at the La 
Salle Hotel. was completely harmonious. 
and was so informal it cost the State noth- 
ing. the tab being picked up by the person. 
able young former FBI man Kline Weath- 
erford, now chief assistant to Ben Lind- 
heimer, executive director of Arlington and 
Washington Parks. 

Despite the informality, the subject mat- 
ter was discussed in all seriousness. The 
board members were supported by their law 
counsel, Bernard Genis, assistant attorney 
general of Illinois assigned to represent the 
board in all legal proceedings. Genis was 
instructed to draft a fingerprinting rule for 
later consideration. 

Last spring, when the board revised its 
rules (additional revisions are contem- 
plated), it expressed its desire and inten- 
tion for a rule requiring the fingerprinting 
of all race track personnel, There was 
not sufficient time then to set up an 
adequate fingerprinting system and place 
it in operation prior to the opening of the 
1954 season.

GUZIK RETALIATES 


Jack Guzik. of Chicago, last week filed 
suit in Chicago Superior Court against the 
Arlington Park Jockey Club. in which he 
owns 300 shares of stock. Guzik claimed 
that he was refused the privilege of 
examining the association’s books, and 
charged the association with illegal dis- 
bursement of funds “in the guise of 
salaries, gratuities, and expenses to un- 
authorized persons who performed no work 
or services.” 

Guzik asked that Arlington be forced 
to pay a penalty of 10 per cent on the 
stock he owns. Arlington stock currently 
is selling for $22.50 per share. Guzik 
purchased his stock on the open market 
last year. 

This summer Arlington Park refused to 
admit Guzik to the grounds because the 
management considered him an “undesir- 


able.” 


There also were some ticklish questions 
concerning the board’s authority to order 
and enforce the fingerprinting of em- 
ployees of concessionnaires not hired or 
paid directly by any department of racing 
and not licensed by the board. Such ques- 
tions still exist and are the principal 
obstacles to immediate adoption of a 
fingerprinting rule, 


The General Assembly convenes early 
in January for its next biennial session (the 
sessions usually last 6 months), and there 
is a probability the State lawmakers will 


be asked to adopt legislation to close up 
any loopholes in the board’s authority in 
regard to fingerprinting. 


Meanwhile, it was decided that the board 
itself would operate the fingerprinting 
machinery instead of delegating that work 
to the TRPB or any other quasi-official 
agency. However, in the actual operation 
of the system, the aid of the Illinois State 
Police. like the Racing Board an official 
State body. may be enlisted. 

The board also plans to request the 
General Assembly for legislation correct- 
ing inconsistencies and incongruities in the 
Horse Racing Act relative to dates on 
which the regular season may open and 
close. As matters now stand the board is 
without authority to open the season be- 
fore May 1 or extend it beyond October 31 
if those dates fall on a Saturday, as they 
did this year. In all years when May 1 and 
October 31 occur on any day except Satur- 
day the season may open on the last

danger. The impact broke the necks of 
both horses. 

The 2 suits charged Mrs. Graham with 
responsibility for the “negligent” handling 
of Star of Roses. described as an “unruly. 
vicious” horse. The complaints also stated 
that Star of Roses had been permitted to 
run clockwise in disregard of the tradition 
of racing. Speedy Wave had won 7 races 
and $30.075 to the time of her death.

Botticelli Best of 3-Year-Olds: 


Results of Important Classics 


MILAN 


Nowhere do Thoroughbred horses face 
a much heavier racing schedule than in 
Italy. That is why a good performer is 
likely to be a little tired out by autumn. 
unable to show his full potential as a 
runner. 

This was the case with Botticelli, which. 
after having run in 5 big races at distances 
of 1,600 to 3.000 meters within a span of 
214 months. was sent to face the field at 
Ascot in the King George VI and Queen 
Elizabeth Stakes. Regardless of his per- 
formance in England. Botticelli has been 
the best Italian horse of 1954. He should 
be judged by his victories rather than by 
his 3 defeats. one as a 2-year-old in very 
heavy going. one at Ascot on a soft track. 
which he dislikes very much, and finally 
by the older French horse Norman. 

The best 2-year-olds of 1953 had been 
Botticelli. owned by Razza_ Dormello- 
Olgiata. and Razza Ticino’s Orvieto. This 
year at 3 Botticelli completely dominated 
the scene. He went unbeaten from the 
Premio Jockey Club Italiano, Italy’s Two 
Thousand Guineas equivalent. through the 
Gran Premio di Milano, 3.000 meters. in 
June. his victories in this period including 
the Premo Emanuele Filiberto. Italian 
Derby. and G. P. d'Italia. 


After having won the G. P. di Milano in 


the easiest fashion he was considered ready 
for a more severe trial abroad. in the 
Grand Prix de Paris or the King George 
VI and Queen Elizabeth Stakes. The 
second of these was chosen, but as the colt 
was stepping out of the plane in England 
he suffered an injury which for several 
days kept his trainer in doubt as to 
whether he should start. However. he ap- 
peared to train satisfactorily, and it was 
decided that he should run. 

Unhappily the big race fell on a rainy 
day and the track became very soft. The 
Italians who had assembled at Ascot were 
clearly discouraged: they were aware that 
the only defeat of their champion had 
taken place on a heavy track. in the 1953 
Premio Chiusura at San Siro, Milan. Their 
fears were confirmed—the colt showed 
nothing. 

Back in Italy. Botticelli easily won the 
St. Leger, and started favorite in the inter- 
national Premio del Jockey Club. 2.400 
meters. but was beaten by the 6-year-old 
Norman, with another French entry. the 
3-year-old Hidalgo. in third place. This 
defeat indicated that Botticelli was no 
longer the champion he had been during 
the first part of the year. and raised a 
doubt in some minds as to whether he had 
been a genuine crack. 

In mid-October Botticelli was put aside 
for a rest. In 13 starts he has won 10

Falerno has won 7 of his 10 races. 


finished second twice. unplaced once, and 
has earned 20.610.000 lire. In the Premio 
Roma he was the only Italian horse whose 
sire and dam were bred in Italy. 

There were no other Italian 3-year-old 
colts of distinction. Zimo. a son of Dogat. 
won a good race at Florence. but was not 
comparable to the leaders already men- 
tioned, 


FILLIES. Among the 3-year-old fillies 
Flicka de Saint Cyr and Giambellina won 
the most renown. The former. a daughter 
of Sayani. was imported from France. 
She probably was the best of her age and 
sex. but was not eligible to run in the Oaks 
because of having been foaled outside of 
Italy. She placed second to Giambellina 
in the One Thousand Guineas equivalent. 
and second to Falerno in the Omnium, and 
later won the G. P. Citta di Napoli. beat- 
ing a good field. 

Giambellina, after her victory in the 
Premio Elena, was withdrawn from the 
Oaks because of -the death of Federico 
Tesio, her owner. This classic was won by 


the Way In filly Feira de Rio. 


OLDER HORSES. Atenodoro. winner of 
the Premio Ambrosiano and Premio d’- 
Estate. proved to have the most quality 
among the 4-year-olds. Oise took the Gold 
Cup at Milan for the second time and 
proved himself best of the 5-year-olds. 


2-YEAR-OLDS. The generation of 1952 
did not produce anything which appeared 
comparable to last year’s best 2-year-olds, 
Botticelli and Orvieto. Razza Dormello- 
Olgiata’s Ribot won all 3 of his races. 
including the Criterium Nazionale and the 
Gran Criterium, but failed to give an 
impression of exceptional class. However, 
he is a son of the noted stayer Tenerani. 
a fact which suggests improvement as he 
grows older. 

Gail. which was beaten only a head by 
Ribot in the Gran Criterium, later 
distinguished himself by winning the all- 
age Premio Chiusura at San Siro.

HBPA Speaks Up 


On Procedures 


Divisional officers of the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association held 
a policy meeting December 5-6 in New 
York City, after which it released a 4-point 
statement: 

1. The board went on record as being in 
favor of the local divisions taking an 
aggressive lead in the elimination of bad 
horses. 

2. It also affirmed that the eligibility of 
horses is the province of the horsemen 
everywhere and established the fact that 
any attempt to change such rules by racing 
associations anywhere without consulting 
the horsemen will be opposed by the 
HBPA both on a local and national level. 

3. It also went on record as cautioning 
stewards and racing commissions every- 
where to thoroughly investigate before 
overruling horsemen’s committees set up 
for the purpose of examining candidates 
for trainers’ licenses in all cases where 
horsemen turn down applicants as_in- 
competent or because of background. 

4, It reaffirmed its endorsement of fifth 
money in the distribution of purses.

On Techniques 


Officers for 1955 were elected December 
6 at a meeting of the Thoroughbred Farm 
Managers Club at the Lafayette Hotel in 
Lexington. Herbert Stevens was elected 
president; Bruce Wacasey, vice president; 
Harold Snowden, secretary-treasurer. Elect- 
ed to 2-year terms as directors were Robert 
Courtney, Waller Jones, and Robert 
Bennett. 

The election over, club members heard 
Dr. E. W. Thomas, Lexington veterinarian, 
discuss a few developments in surgical 
procedure and ray therapy. 

Neuromas (tumors which form at the 
ends of severed nerves) are treated more 
successfully by electric surgery than under 
former surgical techniques, Dr. Thomas 
said. X-ray pictures make it possible to 
estimate the strength and texture of bone, 
and if the bone is soft or otherwise 
defective the diagnostic forewarning may 
save the owner time and money. 

Detection of bone lesions by X-ray 
facilitates specific treatment. Dr. Thomas 
assisted in removing a bone chip from the 
knee of a horse recently. “The horse is 
walking sound. He may or may not be 
able to race but he is in much better 
condition than before the operation. To my 
knowledge, this is the first time that part 
of a bone has been removed from a knee.” 
In some cases X-ray therapy has been 
effective in correcting the causes of lame- 
ness. 

More experience with general anesthesia 
is needed, but the risk involved already 
has been greatly reduced, he said. 


THE DANCER AGAIN 


Sports writers who voted in a Turf and 
Sport Digest poll announced this week 
named Native Dancer horse-of-the-year and 
best handicap horse, High Gun best 3-year- 
old, Nashua best 2-year-old colt, and High 
Voltage best 2-year-old filly. This was in 
agreement with earlier polls taken by 
Triangle Publications and the Thorough- 
bred Racing Associations. 

Native Dancer’s margin as _ horse-of-the 
year was much smaller this time. He won 
over High Gun by only 2 votes, 44 to 42, 
and Determine was a close third with 36 
votes. Native Dancer also had a narrow 
margin in the handicap division, beating 
Pet Bully by 278 points to 249 points. The 
points were figured on the basis of 3 
points for first, 2 points for second, one 
point for third.

Taylor Colt Best 
In Canada’s Poll 


Queen’s Own. a 3-year-old colt by War 
Jeep—Sea Reigh. by Reigh Count, was 
selected Canadian “horse of the year” 
in an annual poll of Triangle Publica- 
tions’ employees in Canada. Winner of 9 
of 13 starts, all but one of which were in 
Canada, he earned $33.360 while winning 
7 stakes and finishing second in 3 others. 

Bred and raced by E. P. Taylor, 
Canada’s biggest breeder-owner, Queen’s 
Own won one of 4 starts at 2. This year 
he won his first 2 starts, both allowance 
races, then was beaten a head by Collisteo 
in the Queen’s Plate, Canada’s principal 
3-year-old race. After winning the Toronto 
Cup and Prince of Wales Stakes. Queen’s 
Own was sent to Aqueduct for the Dwyer 
Stakes, in which he turned in his only 
bad race of the year, finishing fifth, beaten 
15 lengths by High Gun. 

Back in Canada Queen’s Own won the 
Achievement, Dominion, and Durham Cup 
Handicaps and the Goodwill and Breeders’ 
Stakes and finished second in the Inter- 
national and Seagram Cup Handicaps. He 
had finished first in the Seagram Cup, 
but was disqualified and placed second. 
While training for the Canadian Champion- 
ship, Canada’s leading handicap, he broke 
down and was retired for the year. 


SAM WILSON EXPLAINS 


A news release from the Fair Grounds 
this week discussed the plans of Sam E, 
Wilson Jr. for competing in the $50,000 
New Orleans Handicap and the $40,000 
Louisiana Derby. The notice also identified 
10 race horses Wilson now has in training 
there, all of which had gone through the 
Keeneland sales ring in October in what 
was advertised as a dispersal of all of 
Wilson’s racing stock. 

His explanation of why he had the horses 
bought in: “When I decided to sell my 
horses after the Arlington Park meeting 
last summer, I was a sick man. . .

Since then, however, I regained my health, 
and I have felt better in recent months 
than I have for a number of years. 

“T never really wanted to sell my 
horses. I love the sport. So, with the return 
of my health, I purchased some of the 
horses back from the sale. I fully ap- 
preciate the fact that this is not the proper 
thing to do under ordinary circumstances. 
I wouldn’t like it myself if I were bidding 
against the owner of a horse. 

“TI can only say that racing has afforded 
me the greatest pleasure of my life and 
when I regained my health I decided not to 
give up that pleasure.”
